Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

The Big E 3 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The slick entitled The Big E 3 would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it were submitted 
under s 13(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). The 
slick tends to support the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual purposes, and would 
fall under the deeming provision s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act. Therefore in accordance with 
Regulation 28(3)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Regulations 1994 the slick is not 
approved. 

The slick includes a description of a scene from the associated video recording. It refers to ‘two 
youngsters’ who are subjected to sexualised domination practices. This reference is strengthened by 
the presence of a large photograph of two semi-naked women who are presented in a manner which 
is mildly evocative of youth. Overall the slick caters to people with a sexual interest in children or 
young persons, and validates this interest. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) has been considered in 
relation to this slick. However, sl4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to The Big E 3 because it has 
been determined that s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act applies. This provision overrides sl4 of the NZBR 
Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the 
rights and freedoms in the NZBR Act.
